3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,400.00  for  salaries  of  Police  Department. 

4.  To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap})ropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,100.00  for  Town  Welfare,  Old  Age  Assistance. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  the  old 
Forest  Fire  Truck.  Funds  from  this  sale  would  be  used  toward  the 
purchase  of  a  Government  surplus  equipment  vehicle  and  /or  repair  of 
presently  retained  equipment  such  as  pump  and  hose. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200.00  for  purchase  and  maintenance  of  forest  fire  equipment. 

1:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$318.06  for  Town  Road  Assistance. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200.00  for  upkeep  of  cemeteries. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$100.00for  a  contingency  fund. 

11 .  To  seeif  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of

Selectmen's  Comment: 

During  the  fall  of  1978  and  winter  of  1979  we  incurred  heavy  expense 
for  snow  removal.  The  appropriation  was  $9,000.00,  and  we  spent 
$11,740.64;  therefore  we  have  a  deficit  of  $2,740.64  to  make  up. 
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12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$8h. 00  to  support  the  mental  health  program  of  Monadnock  Family  and 
Mental  Health  Service. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,405.31  for 
highway  construction  and  reconstruction. 

Selectmen's  Comments:: 

These  funds  for  expenditure  are  designated  to  the  Town  through  the 
Highway  Subsidy  Fund  for  work  on  Class  IV  and  V  highways.  The 
appropriation  does  not  affect  your  tax  rate,  but  to  be  properly 
expended  a  vote  is  required  . 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,611.91  for 
maintenance  of  Class  V  highways. 

Selectmen's  Comments: 

This  is  a  special  fund  allocated  to  small  towns  called  the  "Duncan 
Fund"  to  be  used  only  for  road  maintenance  on  Class  V  roads.  The 
appropriation  does  not  affect  your  tax  rate,  but  to  be  properly 
expended  a  vote  is  required. 

15.  \o  sec  it  the  I'on^  n  will  \'otc  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
SI  12.20  as  the  Town  share  for  the  studies  and  operation  of  the 
Southwestern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission.  The  funds 
funds  to  be  used  for  financing  the  staff,  operation  expenses,  planning, 
studies,  technical  assistance,  and  other  programs  of  the  Commission. 
These  funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  State  and  Federal 
Funds  available  for  planning  purposes. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$87.80  for  other  operating  expenses  of  the  Planning  and  Zoning  Board. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$150.00  for  emergency  assistance  to  Town  Poor. 

18. To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$250.00  to  be  paid  for  dump  privileges  in  the  Town  of  Marlborough. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$364.00  as  its  fair  share  of  stand-by  costs  for  use  of  the  City  of  Keene 
Ambulance  Service.

Selectmen's  Comment: 

Inserted  in  Warrant  at  the  request  of  the  Planning  Board.  Please 
read  report  of  the  Planning  Board  for  further  explanation. 
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21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4,004.00  to  have  the  Towrf  land  and  buildings  reassessed  by  yhr  State 
Tax  Commission.  If  not  completed  during  the  year,  the  funds  to  be 
placed  in  a  capital  reserve  fund. 

Selectmen's  Comment: 

The  Town  was  reassessed  to  100  per  cent  valuation  in  1972.  Since 
that  time  we  have  not  reassessed  to  Town  except  for  additions  and 
new  housing.  The  assessment  ratio  for  1979  is  now  56  per  cent,  and 
the  Selectmen  recommend  a  reassessment  at  this  time  to  equalize 
the  tax  structure.  To  assist  in  reducing  the  setimated  cost  of 
$4,004.00  tefer  to  Article  22  requesting  consideration  that  $2,900.00 
be  allocated  from  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  as  an  offset.  The  net 
cost  to  the  Town  would  be  approximately  $1,104.00  for 
reassessment  work. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  and  authorize 
the  withdrawal  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  set-offs 
against  budgeted  appropriation  for  the  following  specific  purpose,  and  in 
amounts  indicated  herewith  or  take  any  other  action  hereon:

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan  for  extending  to 
employees  of  the  Town  the  benefits  of  Title  II  of  the  Federal  Social 
Security  Act  (Old  Age,  Survivors,  Disability  and  Health  Insurance)  as 
Chapters  302  and  332  of  the  laws  of  1955,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $283.61  to  defray  the  Town's  share  of  the  cost  thereof. 

Selectmen's  Comments: 

At  the  last  Town  Meeting  we  voted  to  have  the  Road  Agent 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  We  appointed  Robert  Fifield  as  Road 
Agent,  and  as  a  Town  Employee  we  are  obligated  to  pay  one-half  of 
his  Social  Security  obligation.  An  oversight  on  our  part  did  not 
include  this  in  an  article  last  year;  therefore,  in  order  not  to 
jeopardize  Mr.  Fifield's  Social  Security  account,  we  paid  the  money 
from  Highway  Funds  this  year.  The  Selectmen  recommended 
passage.  Should  we  be  required  for  some  reason  to  "outside 
contract"  the  road  maintenance,  we  would  not  be  required  to 
reimburse  an  independent  contractor.

25.  If  a  plan  for  Social  Security  coverage  i  s  adopted  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  Town  the 
necessary  agreement  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  carry  into  effect 
the  plan,  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  designate  the  Town  Treasurer  as  the 
officer  to  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  plan. 

Selectmen's  Comment:

Selectmen'scomments: 

Years  ago,  records  on  the  cemetery  were  burned  in  a  fire.  No  proof 
exists  in  regard  to  designated  lots  although  some  residents  feel  that 
they  have  picked  out  a  lot.  It  is  a  guess  where  some  people  are 
buried,  due  to  lack  of  proper  markers  or  destroyed  markers.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  OF  ROXBURY,  N.  H. 

MARCH  13,  1979 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  David  C.  Brown,  at 
7:00  p.m.  Selectmen  Robert  G.  Pyne,  William  L.  Yardley,  and  Richard 
L.  Whipple  were  present.  Of  the  112  registered  voters,  30  were  present 
and  voted.

He  particularly  stressed  the  wording  in 
the  Selectmen's  Notes  under  Article  19,  indicating  that  it  should  not  be 
misconstrued  to  reflect  adversely  upon  Robert  Fifield's  service  as  Town 
Constable.  Mr.  Pyne  stated  that  the  Town  of  Roxbury  appreciates  the 
many  years  that  Robert  Fifield  has  devoted  to  the  town  as  its  Constable.

A  question  was  asked 
why  this  was  an  additional  $100  over  the  salary  approved  at  the  previous 
Town  Meeting.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  appoint  the  constable  (Police  Officer)  commencing  with  this  town 
meeting,  if  no  resident  is  elected,  or  act  in  any  manner  relating  thereto. 

SELECTMEN'S  NOTE: 

The  Town  cannot  afford  not  to  have  adequate  minimal  police 
protection.  This  year  Robert  Fifield  resigned,  anfl  finally  the 
Selectmen  appointed  a  competent  police  officer  who  is  willing 
to  continue.    We  urge  favorable  consideration  of  Article  19. 

The  appointed  constable,  Charles  Forsaith,  III,  explained  how  he  would 
coordinate  the  police  duties  in  the  Town  of  Roxbury  with  those  he 
performs  as  a  professional  police  officer  in  the  City  of  Keene.

David  Brown,  School  Board  Member,  explained  school  population 
problems  relative  to  the  school  tax  situation,  and  what  may  be  expected  in 
the  future.    He  also  discussed  other  school  cost-related  matters.

This  is  to  certify  that  I  have  examined  the  books  of  the  Town  of 
Roxbury  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1979. 

I  have  examined  the  books  and  records  of  the  Town  Clerk,  Town 
Treasurer, tax  Collector,  Road  Agent,  Selectmen,  and  Trustee  of  Trust 
Funds  (including  an  examination  of  the  securities).  I  find  that  the  books 
and  records  of  the  town  reflect  its  true  financial  condition  as  of  December 
31,  1979,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief. 

I  find  that  the  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Trustee  of 
Trust  Funds,  Road  Agent  and  Constable  are  bonded  by  surety  companies 
as  required  by  law.  Uncollected  taxes  reported  by  the  Tax  Collector  have 
been  verified  by  written  notice. 

I  would  strongly  suggest  that  the  selectmen  take  over  the  bookkeeping 
duties  of  the  road  agent  as  is  done  in  most  other  towns.  I  feel  that  it  is 
difficult  to  find  a  person  who  is  qualified  to  work  with  road  construction 
equipment  and  who  is  also  well  versed  in  record  keeping  procedures. 
Because  of  the  increasing  federal  and  state  subsidies  received  by  towns, 
these  branches  of  government  are  requiring  more  and  more  reports  and 
records  to  be  submitted  to  them. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  for  their  cooperation  and 
assistance  during  the  period  of  the  audit.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
ROXBURY  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  the  calendar  year  1979,  the  Town  of  Roxbury  Planning  Board 
met  on  eight  occasions,  including  its  regular  meetings,  and  two  public 
hearings.  Approval  of  a  two-lot  subdivision  was  granted  to  Henrietta 
Kennard  and  Wellington  Wells,  Jr.  approval  of  a  twelve-lot  subdivision 
was  granted  to  D.  Osgood,  D.  Goodwin,  M.  Edson,  and  C.  Prybylo 
(known  as  "Edson  Enterprises").  This  approval  involved  the  possibility 
of  only  three  building  lots,  with  the  remainder  restricted  to  use  as  "wood 
lots,"  where  no  construction  would  be  allowed. 

Work  on  the  Master  Plan  continued  during  the  1979  year.  The 
W.W.N.H.R.P.C.  has  given  much  assistance  to  the  Roxbury  Planning 
Board,  in  the  area  of  Master  Planning,  and  the  Board  members  would 
like  to  extend  their  appreciation. 

This  year  you  will  notice  a  Warrant  in  the  Town  Articles  regarding 
appropriations  for  a  comprehensive  soil  survey  for  the  entire  Town  of 
Roxbury.  The  actual  survey  is  scheduled  for  the  summer  of  1980,  and  is 
a  vital  part  of  the  Master  Planning  Process.  Once  completed,  the  Board, 
with  the  help  of  the  citizenry  of  Roxbury,  hopes  to  finalize  a  definitive 
land  use  Master  Plan  for  the  Town  of  Roxbury. 

A  study  of  Roxbury's  History  is  being  conducted  by  Dick  Gilcreast,  a 
member  of  the  Board,  which  should  be  of  interest  to  Roxbury's  current 
residents,  and  an  asset  in  Master  Planning. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Roxbury  Planning  Board  will  be  held  at  7:30 
p.m.  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  every  other  month;  March  19,  May  21, 
July  16,  September  17,  November    19,  1980;    and  January  21,  1981.

These  programs  are  free  and  can  save  your  home  from 
being  burglarized  and  I  hope  in  the  coming  year  these  will  be  called  upon 
by  the  townspeople  to  minimize  the  threat  of  this  crime  occuring.  If  you 
are  interested  in  getting  these  services,  you  may  call  352-1291.  In  this  past 
year,  the  department  has  again  had  many  changes.  With  the  cooperation 
of  Marlborough,  N.H.  Police  Department,  I  have  been  able  to  use  their 
radar  unit  to  enforce  the  speed  laws  in  the  town.  I  also  have  a  specially 
equiped  police  crusier  that  has  all  the  necessary  equipment  that  is 
required  to  receive,  respond,  and  arrive  at  the  complaint  in  the  quickest 
and  safest  time.  This  vehicle  is  my  own  personal  vehicle  and  was  of  no 
added  expense  to  the  town. 

Most  of  the  complaints  reported  to  me  were  motor  vehicle  complaints, 
such  as  speeding  and  reckless  operation.  In  the  coming  year,  it  is  my 
intent  to  try  and  eliminate  this  activity  from  the  streets  in  Roxbury.  This, 
in  turn,  will  eliminate  the  possibility  of  innocent  people  being  injured  by 
motor  vehicle  accidents.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  MEMBER 

The  Monadnock  Regional  School  District  annual  meeting  was  held  on 
March  17,  1979.  A  total  budget  of  $3.374, 101  was  approved  for  the  year 
1979  -  80  school  year.  Two  building  proposals  to  be  funded  through  bond 
issues  were  soundly  defeated.  One  proposal  concerned  an  addition  to  the 
high  school  and  the  second  concerned  an  addition  to  the  Mt.  Caesar 
elementary  school.  At  the  annual  meeting  the  voters  also  approved 
establishment  of  a  Budget  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  the 
operating  budget  and  for  presentation  of  the  budget  to  the  public. 

For  the  school  year  1979  -  80  the  Town  of  Roxbury  enrolled  a  total  of 
38  students;  19  in  grades  1  -  6,  and  19  in  grades  7-12.  This  represents 
approximately  1.7%  of  the  total  district  enrollment. 

One  of  the  reasons   for  the  defeat   of  the  building   proposal   was   the 

controversy  over  whether  or  not  the  high  school  was  actually  over  crowded. 

To  resolve  this  dispute  the  School  Board  has  had  the  State  Department  of 

Education  conduct  an  evaluation  of  conditions  at  the  high  school  and  a 

formal  report  of  their  findings  will  be  presented  in  March  of  this  year. 

This  completes  my  first  year  as  a  Board  member  and  one  of  my 
observations  has  been  that,  being  a  part  time  body,  the  Board  is  not 
always  aware  of  all  aspects  of  running  the  school  district  on  day-to-day 
basis.  I  would  like  to  encourage  all  town  residents  who  have  concerns, 
problems,  questions  etc.,  concerning  the  school  system  to  feel  free  to 
contact  me  for  assistance.
